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LAWN CARE 

Proper lawn care before sp- 
ring growth can result in a he- 
althier, prettier lawn thr- 
oughout the growing season. 

The first important job tn 
proper lawn care is removal 
of thatch, This is a big job 
{f you have a well established 
dense Zoysia grass or hybrid 
bernuda grass sod, 

Thatch is the mat of dead-- 
but not decompased-« leaves, 
stems, stolons or rhizos that 
accumulate at or fust below the 
soil surface, Thatch reduces 
water and fertilizer penetration 
into the soil, and harbors in- 
Sects and disease producing 
organisms, Failure to remove 
clippings, improper mowing and 
over fertilization cause a ra- 
pid build up of thatch, 

You can remove dead top gr- 
owth with a rotary mower and 
a lawn rake or broom, Start 
with a sharp mower blade and 
adjust it to the second or thi- 
rd lowest cutting height. Mow 
the lawn, sweep and remove 
clippings, This is a slow op- 
eration with the average mow- 
er, because the sod is dense 
and difficult to cut, 

Attach the grass catcher to 
your mower and go over the 
lawn several times to remove 
the clippings and fine mater- 
fal you were unable to sweep 
away. 

Before starting your lawn 
mower, adjust the cutting height 
to the second or third cutting 
position--now it’s ready for 
mowing in the spring or early 
summer, If your mower is 
set to low, you will mow down 
to the dead sod and have an 
unsightly lawn,

HOUSE PLANT CARE 

There is no general reccom- 
mendation for watering house 
plants because of the difference

Homeowners should check pl- 
ants in the house once or twice 
a week for water needs, The 
Soil’s moisture should always 
be checked by feel rather than

Knit fabrics are great for

Alabama's Peanut Yields 


Break All Sorts Of Records 


Alabama’s 197l average 
peanut yield per acre of 
2,070 pounds broke all 
sorts of records, but 
growers aren’t relaxing, 
In fact, if anything they’re 
“sharpening = up’’ their 
practices even further to 
beat the 1971 crop which 
grossed them $58 million, 
$17 million more than in 
1970, 

A spot check recently 
in Crenshaw and Coffee 
counties revealed some 
things that growers are in 
the process of doing to 
further boost yields in 
1972, 

Maxie Bowman of Br- 
antley Rt, 2 is out to beat 
his 3,500 pound average 
on 150 acres last year, 
One ll-acre field aver- 
aged 5,493 pounds per 
acre, In the fall, Boze- 
man checked to make sure 
that the pH level of his 
next year’s peanut land 
was right. “If a soil 
test indicates it’s below 
5.7, I lime,’’ he said, 

In the spring, he broad- 
casts 400 pounds of O0- 
10-30 fertilizer that in- 
cludes boron, Land is 
then turned, About a 
week before planting, wh- 
ich is normally soon after 
the first of April, he disks 
and incorporates his 
chemical weed mater- 
ials-Balan and Vernam-~ 
into the soil, 

Then at planting he ap- 
plies either granular Di- 
Syston or Thimet in the 
furrow, but to the side 
and below the seed, Th- 
ese materials control th- 
rips for the first four to 
six weeks of the young 
peanut plant’s life, 

Bozeman has also lat- 
ched onto another new 
practice in recent years, 
He tests his soil for 
nematodes, If a test in- 
dicates it’s needed, he 
treats with Nemagon, 
When asked why he st- 
arted this practice, he 
replied, ‘‘Those little ole 
creatures almost ate up 
a field one year, and I 
only made 1,500 pounds 
of peanuts per acre,’’ Now 
that jhe has treated, that 
field it is making 1,000 
to 1,500. pounds more pea- 
nuts per acre, 

Buzeman plants Flor-

““Leafspot is a disease 
that severly damages yie- 
Ids if not controlled,’’ 
said Bozeman, ‘‘I made 
six applications in 1971, 
I should have made one 
more, 

With 376.6 acres, Em- 
mett Strickland is Cren- 
shaw County’s largest 
producer, reports County 
Extension Chairman Ted 
Smith, Last year, even 
on this large acreage, he 
averaged 3,025 pounds 
per acre, One check 
plot made 5,100 pounds, 

Strickland, like most 
of the top producers th- 
roughout the Wiregrass, 
grows peanuts in rota- 
tion with other crops-- 
mainly corn and small 
grain, Then instead of 
heavily fertilizing the 
peanuts, he puts a heavy 
rate of plant nutrients 
under the crop preceding 
peanuts, “This way,’ 
he said, ‘‘the plant nut- 
rient level is high when 
I get ready to plant pea- 
nuts,’’ 

Strickland has a little 
different row pattern, He 
plants two rows 32 inches 
apart and then leaves a 
40-inch space, The wide 
Space gives him room to 
work his peanuts without 
damaging the plants, 

Like Bozeman, he uses 
Thimet and Nemagon 
where it’s needed, 

At cracking time, he 
uses |_assoand dinitrofor 
grass and weed control, 

When Strickland’s pea- 
nuts begin to bloom he 
takes a soil test and ap- 
plies calcium--gypsum-- 
according to needs, For 
leafspot control, he mak- 
es about seven app- 
lications of Benlate every 
14 days, 

Horace Sessions . of 
Elba Rt. 3 is going to 
increase his peanut ac- 
reage in 1972--up from 
109 acres in 1971 to 138 
acres this year, Sess- 
ions has a unique rota- 
tional system, Following 
peanuts, he plants and gr- 
azes rye during the win- 
ter, Then some rye is 
harvested for seed, This 
land is then planted in 
grain sorghum, reports 
Coffee County Extension 
Farm Agent J. R. Speed, 

In the past, Sessions 
has been dusting for leaf- 
spot control, but during 
1972, he’s going to spray. 

Jim Rhoades of Kins- 
ton Rt. 1 probably does 
as good as anyone th-~ 
roughout the Wiregrass in 
controlling leafspot, re- 
ports Speed, ‘‘His theo- 
ry,’ said Speed, “is to 
prevent it. He doesn’t 
wait until he sees signs 
of leafspot. As soon as 
his peanut plants get six 
to eight inches in diame- 
ter, he starts his con- 
trol program and makes 
an application of Benlate 
every 14 days,”’ 

C, Sanders of Jack Rt. 
1] averaged 2,250 pounds 
on 320 acres in 1971-- 
3,065 pounds on one 90 
acre field, Sanders fol- 
lows similar practicesas 
the other producers men- 
tioned, His No, |concern 
recently has been protec- 
ting the investmenthehas 
in equipment needed to 
raise his peanut crop, 

He said, ‘I couldn’t 
stand letting $50,000 to 
$75,000 worth of machi- 
nery stay out in the wea- 
ther.’’ It cost him about 
$1,000 to build a 45-by- 
48 foot building, but he 
figures that was a wise 
investment. He said, ‘‘If 
you take care of your 
equipment, you can _ get 
more for it when you get 
ready to trade it in,’”’

Back to the 
' Country 


For generations Amer- 
icans have been leaving 
small towns and farms be- 
hind in their mad rush 
to seek fame and fortune 
in or around the city. The 
transition is nearly com- 
plete, According to a re- 
cent Roper survey, only one 
of four Americans now 
reports living in the cou- 
ntry side, 

At present, 20% of Am- 
ericans live in large cit- 
ies, while 19% live in me- 
dium cities and 16% live 
in small cities, 19% li- 
ve in the suburbs, and on- 
ly 24% live in a rural or 
farm area, 

This picture of urbanized 
and suburbanized America 
is the way it is, but not 
necessarily the way people 
want it to be, When peo- 
ple were asked where they 
would live, if they could 
live anywhere they wanted 
, the base for mass exo- 
dus was established. 

- Only 18% of those ques- 
tioned said they would like 
to live in a large city. 
13% chose to live in a me- 
dium city, while 17% said 
they would like to live in 
a small city, The sub- 
urbs accounted for 20% of 
the vote, and rural and farm 
areas comprised a wh- 
opping 37% preference of 
those surveyed, 

Obviously, few would ch- 
oose to live in a giant 
metropolitan, and less than 
one out of three in a small 
or medium city. Only the 
suburbs held firm as des- 
irable places to live. Wh- 
ere do people want to go? 
Back to the country it 
seems, 

Why are people wanting 
to move back to the coun- 
try when in the citiesthere

Nature, in due course, 
usually takes steps to ri- 
ght a dangerous overpop- 
ulation problem, Consider 
the lemming, a small, pro- 
lific, furry rodent that mul- 
tiplies at an amazing rate, 
Only to begin mass migra- 
tions every few years which 
oftencontinues into the sea 
where vast numbers are 
drowned, 

Man, however, sup- 
posedly has control of na- 
ture, his environment, But 
does he? Projections by 
the Census Bureau in 
Washington based on the 
annual rate of world pop- 
ulation growth show that 
by the year 2000 there will 
be a staggering six-billion 
people, Interestingly en- 
ough, 362 million persons 
will live in the United St- 
ates, 

«Will the year 2000 bring 
a world in which the str- 
uggle for life is the sole 
motivating factor of our ex- 
istance, I think not, but 
other persons paint a pre- 
tty bleak picture of the near 
future, 

Dr. Paul Ehrlich, well- 
known expert on the pop- 
ulation crisis and pro~ 
fessor of biology at Stan- 
ford University, thinks the 
world is already overpop-~ 
ulated, Dr, Ehrlich says 
our world population is 
presently three to seven 
times too large, He says 
“We are able to sustain 
so large a population at 
the moment only because 
we are burning our capi- 
tal,’ Ehrlich continues, 
“‘Non renewable resourses 
are being exhausted at a 


horrendous rate, and we 
are destroying the capa. 
city...to renew the supply 
of renewable resources,’ 

I;m sure he was talking 
in part, about our dwind- 
ling natural energy resou- 
rees, Experts tell us all 
the coal in the U, S, will 
disappear in 80 to 150 
years, and gas and oil will 
go before them, We are 
solving this delimma now 
by finding and utilizing new 
energy sources, such as 
nuclear and solar energy, 

But can we solve the pop- 
ulation problem? At the 
present rate of about 2% 
world population doubles 
every 35 to 40 years, In 
more dramatic terms, the 
U, S, has suffered a total 
of some 600,000 battle dea- 
ths in all the wars it has 
ever fought--from the rev- 
olution through Southeast 
Asia, World population 
now grows by that number 
every three and one half 
days, 

Allowed to continue at 
this unchecked rate, hu- 
manity could possibly 
drown in a sea of elbows 
in a few short generations, 

I don’t know all the an- 
swers to these complex 
questions, but I do view the 
future with indefinitely 
more optimism than those 
who are preparing a shr- 
oud for this great nation 
and the world, 

America’s heritage is 
rich with glowing success 
stories of men and women 
who weren’t afraid to take 
a chance -- people whodis- 
covered a ‘“‘Better way.’’ 
America has been, and is

f ‘You have probably made or heard the statement, 
Teen-agers have certainly changed since the time 
I was growing up.’’ On the other hand parents 
and adults have changed, in many instances, as much 
{f not more, than teen-agers have changed, This 
{s one of the reasons I obtained this series of art- 
icles for publication in+an effort to communicate 
with as many parents as possible, The title of this 
Series could just as easily be changed to ‘Let's 
Talk About Parents,’’ 


Should the Teenager Have a Job? 

Many parents in modern day society think that a teen should 
be free to concentrate on his schoolwork and should not be bur- 
dened with worry about a job too, This kind of parent usually 
believes in almost unlimited teen freedom to make his own de 
cisions in matters of ‘this own business." Very seldom do you 
find this parent handing out punishment. for rule infractions. 
Parental feeling here is often, ‘I want him to know I trust him, 
so I stay out of his way."’ 

It is a known fact that law enforcement agencies across 
the country have less trouble with teens who work at a job or 
on a regular schedule at home than they do with young people 
who have no responsibility, 

Let's say, for an example, that a young son showed a very 
strong interest in learning to fly an airplane. If the parents 
wanted to encourage this interest it would seem likely they 
would make certain he had every available type of training and 
experience possible. They would probably start him out read- 
ing books on the subject. Then, as he grew older it might be 
arranged for him to work as a handyman around an airport. 
He could follow this with ground school, then in-flight train- 
ing and work his way up to his solo flight and ultimately his 
private license. Any parent would make certain EVERY step 
was followed to ‘teach the child everything he would need to 
know. Why then do so many parents feel it is too bothersome 
for the teen to have to learn the simple responsibilities of life 
by either working at a part time job or having regular daily 
duties to fulfill around the home? Either one of these can do 
him so much good in learning about life in general; how to 
save a portion of monies earned, how to budget his time, man- 
aging to obtain a balance of work, rest, entertainment, ete. 
Going to school is fine, and going on to college now is almost a 
must, but let’s not forget the value of practical WORK! 

Responsibilities build character! I cannot say we never find 
it necessary to arrest a teen who has a job or works at home, 
but I can say that when we must do so, usually once is enotigh 
to get his utmost cooperation in his future behavior, 

Of course, if you have a teen in the family who is am- 
bitious and works at a part time job several hours each week, 
it does not mean you can forget about setting guidelines. Some 
teens in a natural effort to earn extra money will let the job 
become more important than their school work. Sometimes 
his life gets out of balance and he forgets the order of import- 
ance for the things in his life. Learning what comes first is 
still one of the most important lessons any youngster can 
achieve very early in life. And, the only way he can learn the 
important things of everyday living are through STRONG, firm 
and fair parental example and guidance. 

So, I say “yes" to letting a teen work part time, if his 
school grades are such that it will not put a burden on him. If 
you don’t think it is advisable for him to work away from home, 
then it is suggested that he carry a certain small load of re- 
sponsibility on the home front, just for the sake of what it will 
teach him. A teen who has not learned to carry a share of the 
load at home, in his growing up years, usually turns out to be 
a very difficult person to live with later in life when he or she 
marries, 

Tn law enforcement we see all kinds of people, but the eas- 
iest kind to spot when they are brought in is the fellow who 
never learned the common responsibilities of living while he 
was gre“ng up. They are usually sullen, arrogant, feel that 
the wor ves them a living and generally miserable to be near, 
And, deep down inside you know they've even got to dislike 
themseives, 

This office has no choice, but to help young people to bet- 
ter themselves through the type of work we are doing. Won't 


It has been said (maybe 
rightly so in some 
instances) that the rural

Poorly trained leadership 
does nothing for the bet- 
terment of our nation, and, 
as a result, everyone suf- 
fers, This is incentive 
enough for all school ad- 
ministrations and faculties 
to promote the best edu- 
cation possible for our chi- 
ldren,: 


Sugar Cube 
Architects 
Make Castles 


Five hundred pounds of 
sugar cubes, several gallons 
of glue, a dozen buckets of 
cement are the basic ingre- 
dients for a most unusual ad- 
vocation of two Bartlesville, 
Okla., high school students. 

John Carignan and Rick 
Laughry build castles. They 
use glue to hold the’ struc- 
tures together, cement for 
foundations and to create 
mountains and other terrain 
effects.. Toothpicks. are used 
for drawbridges and doors. 

The sugar cube buildings 
are exact replicas of the origi- 
nals, The huge replica of the 
Welsh castle Caernarvon is 
built on a scale of one cube 
equalling three lineal feet. 
This structure contains walls 
three to four cubes thick and 
represents approximately 60 
boxes of sugar cubes. Rick 
estimates he spent about six 
months on this castle. 

In their spare time they

terprises, controlled by 
Glen W, Turner, These 
organizations have great- 
ly exaggerated the amount 
of money which can be 
earned by the average in- 
vestor and utilize meth- 


ods which are highly 
questionable, 
“Citizens are induced 


to invest moneyin - the 
Operations on the theory 
that they can quickly re- 
cover their initial invest- 
ment by getting other per- 
sons to join the pro- 
gram’’, Baxley said, 

The Federal Trade 
Commission announced 
on March 16, 1972 its in- 
tention to issue a pro- 
posed amended complaint

Meet Set On Property 
Tax Law Changes 


Mr. Charles A, Boswell, 
Alabama Commissioner 
of Revenue, has issued 
a call to all County Com- 
issioners and County Tax 
Assesors to Attend a spe-~ 
cial meeting in Montgom- 
ery on Tuesday, April 
25th, [The meeting is 
to “‘Bring them up todate 
on the Department’s pre- 
parations and get sugges- 
tions and assistance in 
carrying out the provi- 
sions of Act 160 of the 
recent special session of 
the Alabama Legislature 
and also to carry out the 
order of the Federal 
Court in the equalization 
of tax assessments.” 

Section 3 of Act 160 
States, ‘‘Each county go- 
verning body of this state 
through its respective tax 
assessor shall have the 
property of such county 
appraised at its fair and 
reasonable market value- 
which shall be the vasis 
of assessments for ad 
valorem taxes,”’ 

Section 4 of the acts 
says this will be comp- 
leted at the earliest dates 
possible but not later than 
two years from the pas- 


sage of the Act. 

The law alsostates that 
the county will pay the 
expenses of this work and 
that these funds will be 
paid BEFORE © other 
county agencies get their 
‘monies.

Student Withholding 
May Be Unnecessary 
Working students may be 
exempt from Federal income 
tax withholding on theixy 
wages this year if they notify 
their employers, the Internal 
Revenue Service stated, 
Those who did not owe any 
tax last year and expect to 
owe none in the current year 
should so certify to their em- 
ployer, the IRS said, This 
would eliminate the need to 
file a tax return next year un- 
less there has been tax with- 
holding and the student 
wishes to recover it. 
Students who qualify for 
exemption from withholding 
should fill in and submit a 
Withholding Exemption Cer- 
tificate (Form W-4E) to their 
employer, the IRS said. 
Single students with in- 
come of less than $2,050, and 
married ones filing jointly 
with income of less than 
$2,800, will generally not owe 
any Federal income tax for 
1972, the IRS said.
